This figure of the viscera of the oyster is also drawn in part from the hardened soft parts, but is viewed from the right side. The great 
ducts d of the ‘‘liver” L are shown cut open longitudinally, and are represented as opening directly into the cavity of the stomach st, in front 
of which the esophagus oc is also shown running back from the mouth m. This figure shows almost the entire intestine, with its widened 
anterior end j, and its course and curvature as here represented is what will be found constant, even when hundreds of specimens are exam- 
ined. Nearly all the substance ol the body-mass bas been carefully removed from the right half of the body, and where the edges of the 
body have been cut through the stratum of reproductive tissue ge is also shown. The corrugated outer surface of the inner or lower palp 
at P. The remaining lettors have the same significance as in the previous figures.
